It is applied unceasingly to 
states until it is now insisted that th» 
general government must tax and 
manage ail corporations, must oversea 
insurance and trust companies, and 
must either own the railroads or dte- 
tate to their owners the minutest de* 
tails of their business. It is thought 
necessary to interfere with capital on 
the one hand and with labor on the 
other and to define the relations they, 
must bear to each other. 


"My own recent experience in poli- 


tics does not incline me to favor over- 
much the management of some great 
corporations. But, as we can not b* 
rid of them if we would, it must ba 
our part properly to enforce the lawa 
against them and their representatives 
as we have done and must continue to 
do against the individual who does 
wrong. A second effective way of deal- 
ing with the trust proper is to tak» 
away all tariff duties on articles mad» 
by any great combination so long as it 
violates the law or while it discrimi- 
nates in price against the American 
customer in favor of the foreigner. 
The tariff is the fertile and nursing 
mother of all the abuses to he found, 
in these trusts." 


Referring to the talk of reorganize 


tlon. Judge Parker remarked: "In or- 
der to have an organization worthy. 
the name we must arouse or re-arouse, 
down in every community, that attach* 
ment to and interest in our higher pol- 
itics which, since the days of Jeffer- 
son, have been the vivifying force oC 
the party.

NOT APPROVED O"F BY WOMEN AT 


NATIONAL COUNCIL. 


Two or Three Children Can be Prop 


erly Reared, but More Become 'a 


Burden, They Say. 


Washington, 
April 
H.—President 


Roosevelt's propaganda in favor of big 
families finds few exponents among 
the women gathered here for the Na- 
tional Council of Women. While some 
hesitate to openly express an opinion 
violently hostile to the President's so 
cial hobby, no woman has been found 
who thinks four are not enough babies 
for a family, and most of them think 
two as many as any mother can pro- 
perly rear. 


Following arc some 
opinions ex- 


pressed by prominent delegates: 


Mrs. 
Flo J. Miller, superintendent 


of Soldiers' Women's Home, at Wash- 
ington, 111.: "I am in favor of quality 
rather than quantity as to children 
I have had two children and I thinl; 
that is enough. There should be no 
more children in a family than can 
be brought up properly, not only from 
a financial but also from a physical 
view point." 


Mrs. Dr. 
Charlotte H. Woolley, of 


Brooklyn, N. Y.: "There should be no 
more children in one family than can 
be brought up well and educated pro- 
perly. 
I don't think 
that 
even 
a 


wealthy family can bring up a large 
number of children properly, because 
this duty devolves upon the mother, 
and cannot be delegated to some one 
else." 


Mrs. Pauline Steinen of Toledo, O.: 
There should be ideal conditions be- 


fore marriage is allowed to take place. 
Some people should be restricted from 
marrying. I think from two to four 
children is the ideal condition of 
family." 


Mrs. Senator Fred/T. Dubois of Ida- 


ho: "I think each child as it comes 
in'o the family is an added blessing, 
provided, of course, that the family is 
able to properly support and educate 
them." 


Miss Abrahams of the District Jew- 


ish association: "There is no question 
but what quality should take prefer- 
ence over quantity in the building up 
of a home to the highest interest of 
a nation. All the same, I would heart- 
ily indorse the President's attitude as 
being based upon the broadest com- 
prehension of the situation." 


Mrs. Lillian Hollister, presiding offi- 


cer of the Macabees: "Most assuredly 
quality should take precedence 
over 


quantity in this as in all other con- 
nections.

There is the tyrant of monopolistic 


and corporate greed, which, if permit- 
ted to have its own way unchecked, 
•will reduce the mass of the people to 
the level of slaves of its will, com- 
pelled fo yield a tribute of treasvire 
and blood which will leave rhem im- 
potent for their own uplifting. 
There 


is the tyrant of corrupt political boss- 
ism, which will seize all power into 
its own hand and exert it for the in- 
jury of the. people. Constitutions and 
laws are of no importance in the eyes 
of this tyrant when they stand in The 
way of the achievement of its own 
selfish aims.

Queer Phenomenon in Texas 


1 
Oil Fields. 


DISTURBANCE FELT MILES OFF 


Hucb Valuable Machinery Kulned- 


Blg Solid Column Thrown 200 


Feet Into the Air. 


Houston, Texas, April 14—The Hum- 


ble oil field was the scene of a most 
unusual phenomenon 
yesterday. An 


upheaval of volcanic violence 
took 


place at the section surrounding the 
Swayne-Uuderwood 
weils. A sola 


column of earth 20 feet in diameter 
was thrown 200 feet in the air. The 
derrick was torn to atoms and the 
drilling machinery, which was on the 
edge of the crater, tumbled in and was 
buried from sight. A sort of a inut 
lava followed the eruption. It boiled 
tip, filling the chasm, and ran over in 
streams from it. 
' The sand and oil muck and stones 
that had been hurled upward fell over 
an area of many acres. 
Accompany 


ing the eruption was an immense vol 
ume of gas, which was ignited from 
the furnace 200 feet back from the 
well. 
The flames burned 100 feet ii 


the air with the roar of a volcano 
They 
diminished 
until 
afternoon 


when they were only flickering froir 
the fissures about the point of dis 
tufbance and in the evening went en 
tirely out. 


The Humble field has been marked 


by a number of subterranean disturb 
ances, but none of this character. Oi 
operators say they have never seen 
the like of it in any field. Two months 
ago there was an outburst simultane 
ously at several wells in the field 
wherein showers of rock 
and- Zo 


were hurled to the clouds arid scat 
tered over a radius of P mile. But in 
none of them was sucli a crater as was 
formed or such a Tvall of earth heavec 
upward. 


The throwing out of the solid masf 


is accounted for by oil having soaked 
the earth many feet on each side o 
the well and formed of it a. doughj 
mass, 
^nis vast plug was hurled up 


jward as a cork might be forced from 
'a jug. Sand and stones from under 


neath the mass were. also showered 
The force was expended in a few mo 
ments and then only gas, flames and 
smoke rolled upward. 


The disturbance came early yester 


day morning and at a time when drill 
ing operations were not 'in progress 
otherwise there might have been loss 
of life. Warning was, however, amply 
given to the watchman by the eartl 
first swelling upward and the derrick 
rocking as though ready to fall. 


The explosion followed the convul 


Bion with the suddenness of a cannon 


- discharge. The 
report 
was a 
dull 


heavy one and heard for miles. 


Humble residents were aroused and 


people hastened to th scene. Hun 
dreds visited the scene in the after 
noon. Attempts to fish in the muck 
that fills the crater for the machinery 
that was swallowed up were unsuc 
cessful. There is little hope of recov 
ering it 
The- outfit was a new one 


and one of the finest in the field. 


The disturbance has spread conster 


nation among operators and more ser- 
ious outbursts are feared. 
In fact 


there are some who anticipate the up- 
heaval of the entire field. The field 
proper is now bulged rotundtilar much 
above 
surrounding country. It is as 


a vast blister on Mother Earth. The 
field now has about 20 oil wells and 
produces about 101.000 barrels daily.

RAILWAY MATTERS 


MUCH INTEREST FELT IN COMING 


RAILWAY CONGRESS. 


Reported in 
Pittsburg 
Today That 


Supt. Kearney Will Resign—B. & 


O. Earnings 
Notes. 


Much interest is naturally felt 
In 


the approaching session of the inter- 
national railway congress in Washing- 


ton. 
Delegates are to come from all 


over the civili/.ed world, and in some 
cases, owing to the fact of govern- 
ment ownership of railroads, they wii 
be representatives of the governments 
themselves. 
It is, therefore, 
fitting 


that at the request of the president, 
Vice President Fairbanks will 
open 


and preside over the deliberations of 
the congress, says the Columbus Dis- 
Match. 


There will be, of course, a general 


exchange of views with respect to the 
construction and management of rail- 
roads and their best and most econom 
ical equipment. Conditions in the dif- 
ferent countries will be canvassed and 
the tendencies of traffic will be noted. 
So far as this country is concerned, 
it will be observed that there has been 
a tremendous railroad 
development 


and that here in a 
republic of 129 


years' growth there 
are trans-conti- 


nental lines with which there is noth 
ing abroad to compare save the trans- 
Siberian road 
connecting St. Peters- 


burg with Vladivostok and Port Ar- 
thur. The period of great 
railroad 


building in this country Wc at any 
rate reached a pause, and the energy 
is now spent in,changing the grades 
and curves of that which exists, mak- 
ing extensions to accommodate new 
industries and improving the quality 
of the rolling stock. 


'Consideration and the extension of 


systems have brought 
the country 


face to face with the question of regu- 
lation. On this point, perhaps some- 
thing may be learned from the repre- 
sentatives of the other countries. But 
in exchange for what they give in this 
matter the visitors ought to be able 
to learn much. They have done well 
to come for their session to the home 
of the highest railroad development.

J. T. Holmes of Columbus has 


been engaged for some weeks in pub- 
lishing in the Cadiz Sentinel a series 
of pioneer sketches of Ohio prior to 
the Revolution. 
In 
the 
article of 


April 13, 1905, after speaking of the 
far-reaching results of the batue of 
Point Pleasant in 1773, has this to say 
of the personnel 
cf 
the Virginian 


army in this battle: 


"A book was once printed sketching 


the careers of many of the partici- 
pants in the battle of Point Pleasant. 
A copy lies near at hand. There is no 
pretense that the list is complete or 
even half way complete, but I have 
made a classification of the survivors, 
who are mentioned and traced. Nine 
of them became generals; ten of them 
became colonels; four of them became 
governors of four different states; two 
•of them became United States Sena- 
tors; one became Secretary of War; 
two became majors; 
one became a 


judge, two became authors; Robertson 
who carried the alarm down the Ohio 
that morning at breakneck speed, be- 
came a brigadier general and one of 
the distinguished citizens of Kentucky 
and later of the state of Tennessee. 


"George Clendenin became the foun- 


der of Charleston, W. Va., and the 
father-in-law 
of 
Return 
Jonathan 


Meigs, a governor of 
Ohio. James 


Trimble became tne father of Govern- 
or Allen Trimble of the same state. 


"The unquestioned last survivor of 


the battle of Point Pleasant was Ellis 
Hngnes, who, soon after the treaty of 
Greenville in August, 1795. removed 
from Virginia and settled in what is 
now Licking county, O., near Utica, 
where he died in 1845, upward of 90 
years of age. 


"These men and their companions, 


scores of whom filled and discharged 
the duties of the minor offices of hon- 
or, trust and profit of their states 
and counties and municipalities, from 
the House of Burgesses down to jus- 
tices of the peace, were plainly of a 
character, spirit and fiber to surprise 
and balk even the great Indian lead- 
er Cornstalk where in ninety-nine 
cases in a hundred he might have 
counted on success." 


The Captain Elias Hughes who was 


the last survivor of 
the 
battle of 


Point Pleasant, settled 
about 
three 


miles east of 
where 
Newark 
now 


stands, in 179S, on the Bowling Green 
creek, and was one of the first white 
settlers in Central Ohio. While there 
was born his son. Jonathan Hughes, 
who was the first white child born in 
the territory of what is now Licking 
county. 
Jonathan Hughes died near 


Utica. O., a few years ago. nearly one 
hundred years old.

in opposition to restraining legislation. 
Another Jeffersonian doctrine which 
is being misinterpreted today is his 
protest against paternalism. He fa- 
vored the encouragement of individual 
effort and opposed the undertaking by 
thp government of work v.-hieh the in- 
dividual could do better. 
His words 


have been invoked against what is de- 
scribed as .public ownership. Nothing 
is more unfair than to employ words 
in such a way as to defeat the reasons 
which lie back of the words. 
Jeffer- 


son's aim was to protect the rights of 
he individual and to give him the 
maxim of stimulus. A private mo- 
nopoly, such as public ownership is 
ntended to prevent, does not enlarge 
the sphere of ihe individual or inspire 
lim to high endeavor. The acitial ef- 
fect of a private monopoly is just the 
c-verse. and wherever the principle of 
private monopoly enters the gorcm 
ment must operate the monopoly, or 
i-iolate all of the principles taught by 
Jefferson.

Company speaking lor tlic packing in- 
terests, yesterday alternoon issue! the 
following statement: 


"During the last six weeks the pro- 


ducer ot heel cattle has been receiv- 
ing .$1 advance over past prices tor 
choice cattle. This simply means that 
the advance to the consumer in jn-ices 
would be abour. $2 on the one halt of 
choice cattle that can be used tor iooJ 
purposes. The range cattle producer 
is the master ot the situation." 


Tho prices in Newark will not be 


cfiCctrS by {"his advance in the pack- 
ers' prices and it ft explained by the 
fact that Newark dealers use almost 
exclusively meats dressed by local 
butchers. However, a general advance 
in prices is likely to become necessary 
almost any time now as the cattle ai 
ket is growing stronger everj day. 


This is due to the scarcity of cat- 


tle from western ranges, this being 
caused o"y the cattle raisers holding 
Uieir stock until the grass ot the range 
becomes nourishing.
